Mr. Jerom e seemed to direct his ef­ 
forts at getting at Dr. E v a n s’ explana­ 
tion of the various forms of insanity 
from which the expert declared H arry 
T h a w was Buffering at the time of the 
“ brain 
storming,” which 
resulted in 
the killing of White. 
Dr. Evans had 
testified 
th a t in his 
will T h a w 
dis­ 
played evidences of melancholia. The 
district attorney dwelt for an hour or 
m ore upon the subject and then the 
expert said that in acute melancholia 
th e re in a recurrence of the affliction 
In at least, one-third of all cases.

fense of the Alton transaction based 
on tim methods and conditions of the 
time. 
Before he left the 
stand Mr. H a r r i­ 
man again 
invoked the question 
of 
private business as against interstate 
com merce and refused to answ er in­ 
terrogations as to bis individual stock 
transactions. 
Mr. Kahn refused to di­ 
vulge anything specific as to the busi­ 
ness transactions undertaken by his 
firm in behalf of clients in or outside 
of the Union Pacific directorate.

W ashington, Feb. 28.—After listen­ 
ing to an a rg u m e n t by Senator P a t t e r ­ 
son of Colorado in 
favor of g overn­ 
ment ow nership of railroads, the se n ­ 
ate agreed to th e conference report on 
the river 
aud harbor 
appropriation 
bill. 
Protests were vigorously m ade 
against tile reduction from $1150,000 to 
$250,000 of the amount 
for im prove­ 
m ents 
in th e 
Mississippi river 
be­ 
tween Cairo and St. D u d s by Senators 
Hopkins, Cullom, Stone, Allison and 
Overman. 
T h e smaller 
amount pre­ 
vailed. 
T he sen ate passed without discus­ 
sion the Daniel bill establishing "the 
foundation for the promotion of indus­ 
trial peace.” 
It authorizes a board of 
tru stees to 
receive from 
P resident 
Roosevelt tho “ Nobel pence prize as 
the nucleus of a fund to bring to geth ­ 
er at W ashington periodically r e p r e ­ 
sentatives of capital and labor to dis 
m s s labor problems. Tile expatriation 
bill also was 
passed. 
It authorizes 
the issuance cf passports to persons 
who have declared their intention of 
becoming citizens of the United States 
and have lived 
in ibis country th re e 
years and who wish to visit countries 
other than tho otto of which they are 
unlives. 
Such 
passports are .g o o d 
only for pix months. 
The 
bill fixes 
the st at up of American 
women who 
m a rry foreigners and foreign women 
who m a rry Americans. 
In the latter 
case the citizenship of the wife is re 
tanned during coverture and as long 
as she continues to live in the United 
Suites. 
An American woman can re 
gain her citizenship 
after he r m a r ­ 
riage with a foreigner te rm in a te s if 
phi' m a k e s the proper application. 
Tho bill provides that a naturalized 
citizen of the United States who g o e s 
abioad and resides for f iv e years shall 
be presum ed to have abandoned iii 
American citizenship. 
Fifty m in o r bills were passed.

den on Grounds of 
M alfeasan ce In 


Office, a Serious C har/e. 
St. Paul, Feb. 27 
P. M. Ringdahl, 
chairman of the State board of control, 
tiled charges of malfeasance in office 
against Sheriff Alex B. Ruled of Ga.-* 
county. 
Mr. Ringdahl tiled a lengthy 
Complaint with specific charges nnd 
asked that Governor Johnson remove 
Sheriff Riddell from office. 
In his complaint Mr. Ringdahl states 
that Sheriff Riddell made false reports 
of expenses incurred while in pursuance 
of his duties in removing prisoners from 
Walker, Cass county, to tho reformatory 
at St. Cloud, nnd that he was paid this 
money by the state on these false re­ 
ports. 
It is alleged that on Nov. 27, 1006, 
Sheriff Riddell took a prisoner from 
Walker to St. Cloud and that in his 
statement to the state auditor, he cer­ 
tified that he was accompanied from 
Walker to St. Cloud by one Fred Reitz, 
who acted a s a guard and th at the ad 
ditional aggregate expenses incurred by 
this guard was $16.40. 
The bill was 
presented to tho state auditor, was al­ 
lowed and paid. 
Mr. Ringdahl alleges 
that Sheriff Riddell was not accompan­ 
ied on this trip by Fred Reitz and that 
the sheriff appropriated this money for 
his own use. 
Mr. Ringdahl also cited a similar case 
several months before in which he al­ 
leges that Sheriff Riddell obtained a 
similar amount from the state upon 
presenting false items in his bill.

again when Sheriff Riddell was detect 
cd and the lull headed off and th at this 
lead to an investigation which resulted 
in the charges being tiled with the gov 
ernor.
